class  history 


Footprints  are  tattle  tales.  They  tell  where  you’ve  been  and  point 
toward  where  you’re  going.  When  they  talk,  your  secrets  are  out. 
They  cannot  be  erased  for  they  are  indelible.  Only  vou  can  follow 
them. 

Where  have  your  footprints  led  since  you  first  entered  Central? 

The  page  begins  where  someone  stood,  his  feet  together.  Let’s  fill 
in  the  rest  of  the  picture.  These  prints  belong  to  us,  as  sophomores. 
We  were  pretty  big  stuff  at  junior  high  but  at  that  moment  stand¬ 
ing  in  front  of  Central  we  weren’t  so  sure.  We  stood  looking  at 
Central  wondering  what  part  she  would  play  in  our  futures. 

And  so  the  footprints  move.  .  .  . 

As  sophomores  our  feet  and  minds  moved  slowly,  awed  by  the 
sudden  step-down  from  ninth-grade  glory  to  sophomore  insignifi¬ 
cance.  We  knew  little  and  soon  found  it  out  as  we  submitted  our¬ 
selves  to  Central.  Instead  of  the  conflict  we  expected,  A.  G.'eans  and 
Piedmonters  met  and  walked  in  step  as  Centralites  toward  a  common 
goal. 

Our  first  and  second  semester  presidents,  Alton  Widenhouse  and 
Ed  Myers,  assisted  by  Joe  Riggs,  Anita  Ledbetter,  Ellouise  Diggle, 
)udy  Anderson,  Betsy  Villas,  and  Jake  Earnhardt  led  us  well  during 
our  crucial  year.  We  remember  the  square  dance  in  our  socks  on 
the  new  gym  floor,  the  win  over  Harding  on  Thanksgiving  Day, 
the  faculty  play,  "The  Male  Animal,”  the  Honesty  campaign.  Our 
memories  are  hazy  about  those  days  for  then  our  minds  dwelt  on 
higher  thoughts— those  of  being  a  junior. 

Summer  flew  and  in  September  we  found  ourselves  smiling  at 
those  “awful  young”  sophomores  who  waited  outside  the  auditorium 
as  we  "upperclassmen”  walked  by,  acutely  aware  of  our  new  status. 
The  willow’s  arms  waved  gaily  at  us  for  we  came,  saw,  and  con¬ 
quered  the  elements  and  were  carefree  juniors  without  the  self- 
conscious  concerns  of  sophomores  or  the  responsibilities  and  decisions 
of  seniors. 

We  were  in  for  the  time  of  our  lives!  We  watched  the  Wildcats 
romp  to  second  place  in  the  Western  AAA  conference  sparked  by 
All-city  and  state  scrappers,  Dickie  Mattison  and  Bill  Bullard.  The 
basketball  team  placed  first  in  the  Western  AAA  conference  while 
in  the  spring  the  track  team  pulled  down  third  rating  in  the  state 
giving  Central  an  outstanding  year  in  athletics. 

Buck  Griffin,  Claude  Plumlee  Vernon  Hunter,  and  Ed  Myers  led 
the  Student  Council  first  semester.  They  were  followed  by  second 
semester  officers  Vernon  Hunter,  Dick  Buckey,  Helen  Patterson, 
and  Tom  Ray.  Under  these  leaders  we  adopted  a  new  constitution 
and  instituted  the  traffic  program. 

Organizations  went  on  a  money  mak'ng  spree.  The  Rambler 
sponsored  the  Sock  Hop  and  the  Carnival.  The  P.T.A.’s  Hi-Larities 
and  the  Faculty  Auction  made  their  goals.  The  Dramatics  depart¬ 
ment  drew  record  crowds  to  "Junior  Miss,”  "We  Shook  the  Family 
Tree,”  "Charley’s  Aunt,”  "Caucasian  Chalk  Circle,”  and  the  operet¬ 
ta,  “Yoemen  of  the  Guard,”  drew  city-wide  acclaim. 

That  was  election  year.  Eisenhower  accepted  Central’s  hospitality 
and  the  student  body  had  a  giant  pep  rally  combining  the  Repub¬ 
licans’  cause  and  the  Wildcats’  encounter  that  night. 

We  looked  on  at  Honors  and  Awards  Day  anticipating  another 
such  occasion  when  members  of  our  class  might  ride  into  the  Armory 
on  motorcycles.  We  played  the  unsung  heroes  and  put  on  the 
Junior-Senior  with  Stardust  as  our  theme  waiting  for  the  day  when 
we  might  be  the  honorees. 


When  graduation  night  came  we  hardly  knew  whether  to  cry 
for  the  seniors  or  to  laugh  for  ourselves.  Now  we  were  the  seniors! 

All  summer  we  tried  to  convince  ourselves  that  we  were  on  top, 
that  we  were  now  the  leaders  of  Central  High  School.  We  couldn’t 
realize  that  those  to  whom  we’d  looked  for  leadership  last  year  were 
gone.  Reality  hit  us  soon  enough.  All  their  old  jobs  fell  on  us.  We 
tried  to  fill  their  shoes,  and  continue  the  work  they  began. 

Taking  the  helm  of  the  senior  class,  Johnny  Thomason,  Max 
Evans,  Jake  Barnhardt,  and  Sophie  Leventis  steered  competently 
through  the  first  semester  as  did  Student  Council  officers  Ed  Myers, 
Bobby  Gregg,  Betty  Faye  Smith,  and  Ann  Cook. 

Activities  filled  the  calendar.  After  the  Hi-Larities  and  College 
Day  came  the  Fall  and  Christmas  dances,  the  "girls,  now’s-your- 
chance”  Sadie  Hawkins  Dance,  the  dramatics  productions,  “Arsenic 
and  Old  Lace,”  “The  Great  Big  Doorstep,”  and  the  combined  ef¬ 
forts  of  the  music,  art,  and  dramatics  departments  for  the  operetta, 
"Trial  by  Jury.” 

In  athletics  the  football  team  coached  by  Hank  Madden  won 
fourth  place  in  the  Western  AAA  conference  and  boasted  Johnny 
Thomason  who  was  named  as  All-city  and  state  back.  Edelman’s 
cagers  sparked  by  veterans,  Carson  McClain  and  Edwin  Berryhill, 
led  Central  on  a  sensational  winning  streak. 

The  publications  staffs  worked  round  the  clock  to  get  the  Rambler 
in  our  hands  on  time  and  the  Snips  and  Cuts  out  for  signing  in  the 
spring. 

Second  semester  the  “Big  Orange,”  the  “Rebelettes,”  and  the 
"No-name”  parties  vied  for  Student  Council  offices.  The  winners 
were  Max  Evans,  Alton  Widenhouse,  Tommy  Graham,  and  Chuck 
F darkey.  The  class  of  1954  had  its  share  of  celebrities  which  include 
Sophie  Leventis,  Carrousel  Queen,  Sara  Lynn  Black,  Homecoming 
Queen,  D.  A.  R.  Citizenship  Award  winner  Diana  Carpenter,  and 
Miss  High  Miss,  Mary  Ran  Norton.  Barry  Clark  walked  off  with 
top  honors  in  the  school  and  city-wide  "I  Speak  for  Democracy” 
contest. 

Memories  which  will  long  linger  are  thoughts  of  the  annual  May 
migration  to  the  beach,  the  Key  Club  busses  leaving  for  out-of-town 
trips,  luggage-laden  Bible  Clubbers  en  route  to  retreats  at  Kings 
Mountain,  bulging  Duke  Power  busses,  results  rival  school’s  spirit 
portrayed  with  a  green  paint  brush  at  the  school’s  side  entrance,  pep 
rallies  and  bonfires  on  the  track  at  night,  rhythmic  chants  of  "Beat 
Harding”  resounding  throughout  the  halls.  Our  class  has  the  honor 
of  such  memories  of  two  snows  during  our  residence  at  Central  and 
the  renovation  of  the  Maid. 

Yes,  our  footprints  have  covered  much  territory  since  our  sopho¬ 
more  year,  more  than  we’d  imagined.  They  show  the  joys  of  high 
school,  the  happiest  days  of  our  lives. 

They  look  back  on  the  friends  we’ve  made  and  hope  to  keep,  the 
fun  we’ve  had  and  want  to  continue,  the  blue  Mondays  and  glorious 
Fridays,  the  hard  work  and  excitement  of  frantic  days  and  nights 
filled  with  laughter  and  good  clean  tun.  This  we  remember  as  the 
height  of  happiness,  our  high  school  days. 

But  feet  were  made  to  go  forward,  so  we  must  look  for  new 
horizons,  saving  a  special  place  in  our  memories  for  Central  and  the 
class  of  ’54.
